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Budget issues 
aren't over, 
governor says

Gov. Kate Brown on Monday again called for state lead- 
ers to find a long-term solution for Oregon’s budget prob- 
lems. 

During a Q&A session in front of a ballroom full of execu- 
tives and lobbyists, the Democrat said Oregon has a “struc- 
tural budget deficit” that she expects will continue for 
years. This year, lawmakers entered the legislative session 
with an estimated $1.4 billion budget shortfall, which they 
eventually managed to close. 

Oregon’s state government must pass a balanced budget 
every two years. Problems have arisen because although 
revenue continues to grow, expenses have outpaced the 
gains. Brown said she wants to find solutions for future 
rounds of budget negotiations. 

Though she did not specifically call for state lawmakers 
to pass new or higher taxes, Brown said she hopes to iden- 
tify policies that will stabilize revenues for “the long haul.” 
Last year, Brown endorsed the ill-fated Measure 97, which 
would have increased business taxes by an estimated $6 
billion each two-year budget cycle. Voters soundly rejected 
the measure. 

“Tt is time that we quit kicking this can down the road,” 
Brown said at the Oregon Leadership Summit, in Portland. 
She said she’s asked her staff to put together a list with “a

President Donald Trump on Monday announced dramatic changes to 
national monuments in Utah but offered no clues on what the future may 
hold for one of Oregon’s federally protected areas. 

Trump’s Utah trip produced the most significant shrinking of national 
monuments in a generation. Trump called for shrinking the Bears Ears 
and Grand Staircase-Escalante monuments — areas created by Presidents 
Barack Obama and Bill Clinton respectively — by 1.9 million acres. 

“Public lands will once again be for public use,” Trump said at an appear- 
ance alongside elected officials in Utah. “Together we will usher in a bright 
new future of wonder and wealth.” 

Trump’s proclamations and public comments did not include any more 
information on Cascade-Siskiyou or Nevada’s Gold Butte, two monuments 
also slated for unspecified reductions. 

Cascade-Siskiyou National Monument, the 113,000-acre swath of South- 
ern Oregon where the Klamath, Siskiyou and Cascade mountain ranges 
converge, made Interior Secretary Ryan Zinke’s short list this summer for

» Bears Ears, created last December by Presi- 
dent Barack Obama, will be reduced by about 
85 percent, to 201,876 acres (315 square 
miles). 


> Grand Staircase-Escalante, designated in 
1996 by President Bill Clinton, will be reduced 
from nearly 1.9 million acres (nearly 3,000 
square miles) to 1,003,863 acres (1,569 
square miles). 


> Both were among a group of 27 monuments 
that Trump ordered Zinke to review this year.

Supreme Court allows enforcement of travel ban, for now 


The Supreme Court on Mon- 
day granted President Don- 
ald Trump’s request that 
his revised travel ban be 
enforced fully while legal 
challenges to it proceed in 
lower courts. 


Court’s decision: The court, 
with only two dissents, gave 
no reason for its decision, but 
said it expected lower court 
review of the executive orders 
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to proceed quickly. Justices 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg and 
Sonia Sotomayor would have 
kept in place partial stays on 
the order but did not spell out 
their reasons. 


Circuit courts: Judges in 
two judicial circuits, the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the 4th 
Circuit in Richmond and the 
U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
9th Circuit in San Francisco, 
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had cast doubt on Trump’s 
third executive order ban- 
ning almost all travel from 
certain countries. 


Up next: Oral arguments are 
scheduled soon in both fed- 
eral appeals court cases on 
whether the ban exceeds the 
president’s broad powers on 
immigration. 


Reaction: Attorney Gen- 
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eral Jeff Sessions called the 
court’s decision a “substan- 
tial victory for the safety 
and security of the Amer- 
ican people.” Omar Jad- 
wat, director of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union’s 
Immigrants’ Rights Project, 
criticized the decision, say- 
ing that “President Trump’s 
anti-Muslim prejudice is no 
secret. He has repeatedly 
confirmed it, including just 
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last week on Twitter.” 


The ban: The third version 
of the travel ban blocks vis- 
itors and immigrants from 
Chad, Iran, Libya, Soma- 
lia, Syria, Yemen and North 
Korea. It also limits travel 
for some officials from Ven- 
ezuela. Six of the countries 
have Muslim majorities.
